Five years have now passed since the 
turbulent period in which massive riots by 
Polish workers forced the ouster of Wlady- 
slaw Gomulka as Communist party chief and 
his replacement by Edward Gierek. Major 
concessions made to the populace at that 
time permitted restaration of order, and an 
oppressive quiet has dominated the Polish 
scene ever since, 

Now, however, there are signs of new stir- 
tings, particularly among intellectnals. Un- 
derground reports from Warsaw suggest that 
several hundred professors, artists, writers, 
students and the like have signed open let~ 
ters demanding genuine freedom of speech 
and of press and other civil liberties. They 


“have aiso protested planned constitutional 


changes that would formally establish in 
basic law the dominance of the Communist 
party over the Polish state and government. 

It would be unwise to exaggerate the sig~- 
nificance of these stirrings. There is no sign 
that the dissident intellectuals have the

By abolishing all restraints on political 
expenditures by individuals and organiza~ 
tions, the Supreme Court has opened wide 
the doors to a return of the evils that the 
1974 Federal Campaign Reform Law was in~ 
tended to prevent.

Tt they place newspaper or television adver- 
tisements er rent space on a thousand bill~ 
boards carrying the message, “Elect Candi- 
date Jones,” most will be reasonably sure 
that Mr, Jones wilt not consider their efforts 
“counterproductive” or of “Little assistance.” ᾿

The Future in Rhodesia 

The Rhodesian whites can draw either of 
two conclusions from what they see over 
thelr western horizons. They can decide 
that meaningful concessions to African 
demands must be resisted lest they shouid 
lead to the gathering panic of a civil war, 
Such as they have observed not only in An- 
gola but also, last time round. in the Congo. 
Or they can see in the disaster of Angola 
a warning that since change has to come 
it had better be brought about sensibly and 
deliberately rather than by leaving the result 
to the malign influences of tribal rivalry 
and foreign intervention.

U.S. Death Rate 
In 1974 Drops 
To All-Time Low 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 4 (AP). 
—The death rate in the United 
States fell to an all-time low of 
9.2 per 1,000 population in 1974, 
government statisticians reported 

_ yesterday, 

‘The National Center tor Health 
Statistics sald the decline could 
be traced to a drop in deaths 
from heart disease, the nation’s 
leading Killer, and from motor 
vehicle accidents. Figures for 
1975 have not been compiled. 

The decline im the death rate 
came despite rises m fatalities 
caused by caticer, suicide and 
murder. When adjusted to give 
greater weight to the death of 
young persons than to the el- 
derly, the mortality rate declined 
to 7.7 per 1,000 persons. 

Using the adjusted figures, the 
1974 death rate of males was 1.8 
times higher than that of females 
and 14 times higher for racia} 
minorities than for whites.
